At Matoon,/ 111., we 
again demonstrate practical Odd Fel­ 
lowship.

As the grewsom e m outh 
opens w ide and pink, the long, thin poi­ 
son fangs arise from a horizontal posi­ 
tion and stand upright like a pair of 
slender, curved, needle pointed shad 
b ones, ready for b usiness. Like a flash, 
far too quick’for the eye to follow, the 
snake strikes, sending home its fangs 
$n inch or two, and in tha t sam e frac­ 
tion of an in stan t he has squirted a ta ­ 
b lespoonful of canary yellow, viscous 
fluid into the wound and lies coiled 
ready for a second attack. 
In this incom prehensib ly sw ift attack 
lies the answ er w hy som etim es the b ite 
of a rattler is not fatal, for so won­ 
derfully sw ift is the attack tha t a b ite 
may b e Im perfect, leaving only a pair 
of tiny needle punctures w ith just 
enough venom to make a victim seri­ 
ously ill. 
A nother reason w hy a rattlesnake ’9 
b ite is not alw ays fatal Is tha t tem po­ 
rarily the reptile m ay b e w ithout ven­ 
om. The snake may have ex hausted its 
poison on a previous enemy, in w hich 
case it w ould have to w ait several days 
b efore the deadly fluid has reacchmu- 
lated, or, again, the viper’s fangs may 
have suffered accident They m ay have 
b een b roken off and require tim e for 
new growth. In any case, certain it Is 
tha t a rattlesnake’s poison applied in 
the proi>er w ay will do its work, and 
then only the most ex pert and prom pt 
assistance will save a victim.-—A. W. 
Rolker in Fearson’s Magazine.

SOME ODD FELLOW HISTORY 


Celebra tio n Here Thirty Yea rs Ag o 
Wa s Acco mpa nied by Sno w. 
Thirty -one y ears ago today the Tri- 
County Odd Fellows association held 
a reunion in Dix on when Schuy ler 
Colfax , vice president in Grant’s first 
term, was the orator of the day . A 
large number of the order were pres­ 
ent and a platform was erected on the 
south side of the Nachusa House for 
the speaker, but rain followed by a 
heavy snow storm drove the speaker 
and his audience-to shelter. 
Some 
five or» six inches of snow fell during 
the afternoon. 
HISTORY OF TH E ORDER. 
The order was introduced into the 
United States in 1806. Some persons 
who had been members of English 
lodges established a lodge at Balti­ 
more in 1819 ; and this lodge soon re­ 
ceived a charter from the Manchester 
Unity . The lodges already established 
in New York, Philadelphia and Bos­ 
ton accepted charters from the Mary ­ 
land Grand lodge. 
The American 
lodges have long ceased to hold friend­ 
ly relations with the 
Manchester 
Unity . The U. S. grand lodge has es­ 
tablished grand lodges in all the states 
and in most of the territories. 
About 
20 periodicals, devoted to the order, 
are published in this country . Amer­ 
ican Odd-Fellowship seeks “ to visit 
the sick, relieve the distressed, bury 
the dead, and educate the orphan.” 
The total membership in this coun­ 
try includes 1,203,000 men and in its 
Rebekah lodges, the feminine attach­ 
ment, about 303,000 
women, 
thus 
reaching and affecting 1,500,000 people. 
To become a member of a lodge one 
must be a white male, at least 21 
y ears of age, and must believe in a 
supreme being.
